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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/23/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See argument below. 

I. Rejection of claims 1-5,7 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Hink (US 
'371) will be maintained for reason on record and reason as follows. Applicant 
argues that Hink's composition is for killing mosquitoes, ticks and fleas rather 
than for preventing mosquitoes from tracking humans. Applicant also argues that 
Hink's composition utilizes a large amount of linalool in comparison to the 
amount of linalool employed in instant invention. Examiner argues that in a claim 
to a composition a statement regarding intended use of the composition has no 
patentable significance. Therefore, whether the composition is used to target or 
kill pests has no patentable significance. With respect to the amount or linalool, 
Examiner argues that Applicant claims are not to an amount of linalool. 
Therefore, Hink's amount of linalool reads on instant amount of linalool. Applicant 
argues that sesame oil is not a waxy medium. However, Examiner argues that 
sesame oil is a fatty acid, and a fatty acid is waxy. 

II. Rejection of claims 2,3 under 35 USC 103(a) as obvious over Hink will be 
maintained for reason on record and reason as follows. Applicant argues that 
Hink's composition does not employ an amount of linalool to prevent mosquitoes 
from tracking humans, but instead, Hink teaches amount of linalool needed to kill 
insects. Examiner argues that in the absence of unexpected results for instant 
amounts, the prior art reads on instant claims. Examiner assumes that instant 
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amounts of linalool can also be used to kill as well as prevent mosquitoes from 
tracking humans.
